OnICAGO, III., Jan. 29.—The Tribune this 
morning says: “The Interstate Commerce Rall- 
way Association, better known asthe Gentile- 
mans Association, has at last reached the 
end ot its rope. It received its deathblow 
yesterday, forma! notice being given by the 
Union Pacific andthe Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railway companies of their withdrawal 
from thesame. The action of these roads had 
not been officially promulgated by Chairman 
Walker up to last evening, and con- 
sequently was known only to the 
presidents of the roads immediately 
interested, who were privately informed 

y Chairmag Walker. That the announce- 
ment of the action of those companies caused 
intense excitement is putting it mildly. All 
day the presidents of the various roads in the 
association were conferring together as to the 
course to be pursued by them under the cir- 
cunistances. Those who were asked their 
opinion as to what steps would now be taken, 
said they would goon with the association, 
notwithstanding the action of the Northwest- 
ern and Union Pacific roads. Without the 
Northwestern and Union Pacifie it would sim- 
ply be impossible to continue the as- 
soclation’s existence, as more than! 
half the roads in the territory of 
the associstion are now on the out- 
Bide. The Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City 
and the Wisconsin Central were nevor very 
loyal to the association, and it is quite 
certain’ that they will at once follow the 
example of the Northwestern and Union 
Pacific. The remaining roade may agree to 
stick together and act in concert, in fact, they 
have done so ever since announcement was 
made of the alliance between the North- 
western and Union Pacific. But for the roads 
to continue the association is out of the 
question. Todoso willisimply place them at 
the mercy of their competitors, not members 
of the association.’’ 

CHAIRMAN WALKER’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Chairwan Walker made public the official 
notices ofthe Union Pacific and Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway companies withdraw 
ing from the Interstate Commerce Rallway 
Association. President Charles Francis 
Adams of the Union Pacific, in his letter to 
Obairman Walker, says: 

**Referring tothe decision made by you at 
the meeting of the Interstate Commerce Rail- 
way Association held in New York on the léth 
Inst., tothe effect that the contract recently 
entered into between this company and the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway Co. was in 
violation of the terms of the agreement under 
which the association was organized, I aw in- 
structed by the directors to inform you that, 

in their opinion, the decision places this 
“company in a most difficult position. As I 
undertgand the purport of your decision it is 
that.the con loftrafiicis a matter of pro- 
prietorship of lines. In other words the ex- 
isting distribution of competitive traffic may

OnNICAGO, III., Jan. 29.—The Tribune this 
morning says: “The Interstate Commerce Rall- 
‘way Association, better known asthe Gentie- 
man es Association, has at last teached the 
end of its rope. It received its deathblow 
yesterday, formal notice being given by the 
Union Pacific andthe Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Rallway companies of their withdrawal 
from thesame. The action of these roads had 
not been officially promulgated by Chairman 
Walker up to last evening, and con- 
sequently was known only to the 
presidents of the roads immediately 
interested, who were privately informed 

y Chairman Walker. That the announce- 
ment of the action of those companies caused 
intense excitementis putting it mildly. All 
day the presidents of the various roads in the 
association were conferring together as to the 

course to be pursued by them under the cir- 
cunistances. Those who were asked their 
opinion as to what steps would now be taken, 
said they would goon with the association, 
notwithstanding the action of the Northwest- 
ern and Union Pacific roads. Without the 
Northwestern and Union Pacific it would sim- 
piy be impossible to continue the as- 
soolation’s existence, as more than 
half the roads in the territory of 
the associstion are now on the out 
side. The Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City 
and the Wisconsin Central were nevor very 
loyal to the association, and it is quite 
certain’ that they will at once follow the 
example of the Northwestern and Union 


Pacific. The remaining roads may agree to 
stick together and act in concert, in fact, they 
have done so ever since announcement was 
made of the alliance between the North 
western and Union Pacific. But fur the roads 
tO continue the association is out of the 
question. Todoso willsimply place them at 
the mercy of their cOMpetitors, not members 
of the association.’’ 

CHAIRMAN WALKER’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Chairman Walker made public the official 
notices ofthe Union Pacific and Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway companies withdraw- 
ing from the Interstate Commerce Rallway 
Association. President Charles Francis 
Adams of the Union Pacific, in his letter to 
Obairman Walker, says:

action of the association. Iam directed to 
inform you that if this decision is final it 
would, inthe opinion of the directors, place 
this company in a position which a proper 
regard for the interests of the stockholders 
would not justify. it has ever been the in- 
tention and policy of the Union Pacific to com- 
ply strictly with all the rules and regula- 
tions of the Interstate Commerce Railway As- 
sociation and the directors of this company 
would be most reiuctanttotake any steps 
calculated to impair either the efficiency or 
the existence of that association. The Uaion 
Pacific is unwilling to continue in any asso- 
clation exceptin strict conformity with the 
rules thereof. With a view, therefore, to pre- 
vent the incurring of penalties on its part, 
pending the consideration of the matter by 
your committee, | atm cirected bythe Board 
of Directors to cive you formal notice of the 
withdrawal ofthis company therefrom; to 
fake effect atthe expiration of thirty days 
from the date thereof.

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THE ABDUCTION. 

„As soon as he was released he took the in-

The statutes of this 
State provide that ‘In all cases where it sball 
appear from the evidence in any proceedings 
in habeas corpus, instituted between husband

be fixed by said court; and any person at any 
time violating said order or decree may be 
dealt with summarily as for contempt.’—/Re- 
vised Statutes of Missouri, 1889, section 6415, 
page 1297. 

THE CHILD’S WELFARB CONSIDERED. 

**In the determination ofa case of this kind 
the paramount consideration withthe court 
is the welfare of the infant. Wh the father 
is a suitable person and able and willing to 
maintain his child he is prima facie entitled to 
ite custody except probably in one or 
two cases and especially that of 
an infant of such tender years 
as to necessaril require for its own 
good the care of the mother. In such a case, 
where the parents have separated, and where 
the infant is of a delicate and sickly habit, re- 
quiring the peculiar care and attention of a 
mother, a transfer of the custody from the 
motherto the father will not be ordered, 
especially where the qualifications of the 
father for the proper discharge of the parental 
office are not equal ta those of the mother.— 
Church on Habeas Corpus, Section 41. 

A MOTHER THE PROPER GUARDIAN. 

The evidence in this case shows that Mrs. 
Frankel is a youes woman of good moral 
character, thoroughly devoted to the best in- 
terests of her unfortunate little daughter and 
abundantly abie and willing to maintain her. 
On the contrary, it appears from tie testimony 
that the father’s course toward his family 
has at least been cold and indifferent, 
if not cruel, and that he is therefore an unfit 
person to have the care and custody of an 
unweaned female child. It will therefore be 
ordered and decreed by the Court that the 
care and custody of said infant,Anna Frankel, 
be awarded to ber mother,Mrs.Anna Frankel, 
until said child arrives at the age of 14 years, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Court in the 
meantime, for sufficient cause.’’ 

JUDGE PAXSON THE ONLY ONE PRESENT. 

Judge Paxson was the on? person in court 
when the decision was read who was inter- 
ested in the case, the other attorneys antici- 
pating, no doubt, the conclusion of the 
Judge, and preferring to remain away. Mrs. 
Frankel and her coterie of friends who have 
been at her side during all ber trouble were 
with her this morning in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, where she went to prosecute the 
suitof wife and child abandonment against 
her husband. Assoon as Judge Paxson heard 
the decision he hurried to the Four Courts to 
join them. Judge Paxson has taken a personal 
interest in this case and has put in the greater 
portion of his time securing her the custody of 
the child, prosecuting her husband for her, 
and will later defend her in the divorce suit 
filed by ber husband, if it ever goes to trial, 
which is very doubtful. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The history ofthis case is a tale of perse- 
cution from the beginning. The object of 
public spmpathy, Mrs. Anna Frankel, is a 
young woman posseseed of good looks and 
with pleasing ways. The story of her troubles 
begins with her marriage, a month after which 
there was a quarrel, anda few days after the 
birth of the baby another quarrel in 
which she was injured for life. The same da 
her husband left ber and she went to live wit 
friends. The constant attention and care 
necessary for a baby only a few months old 
prevented her going out and earning a living 
as she hag done for several months past, an 
she was compelled to live on the charity 
of friends and the assistance of 
* drother L Texas. — of 
avery sénsitive nature she could not bear to 
impose on ber friends, and though liable at 
any moment to be attacked with a relapse of 
her injury, which occurs quite frequently, she 
wont out and peddied corsets, returning as 
often as pes he to her baby. When it be- 
came sick she was obliged to stay with it and 
take in fancy sewing, which she worked at while 
nursing the infant. It was while she was out 

etting medicine for the child that her hus- 
band called at 916 North Thirteenth street and 
stole the little one and later carried it off. 
Had she been home when he called thé ineet- 
ing might have resulted in atragedy. After 
securing an order of court to nurse 
her child she called to perform a 
mother’s duty and was slapped in the face. 
Alter gaining possession of dt the charge was 
made that she gave the baby unhealthy nour- 
ishment and should not be allowed to nurse 
it. No attempt was made to prove this state- 
ment and Mrs. Frankel denies it. Following 
this the husband filed a suit for divorce, mak- 
ing serious charges against his young wife, all 
of which she denies and says he made them 
hoping they would be published, never in- 
tending to swear to them on @ witness stand. 
Now that she bas secured the custody of her 
baby she intends to give her husband a taste 
of justice, and her attorney, Judge Paxson, 
promises to leave nothing undone in his at- 
tempt to legally punish his client’s perse- 


cutor. 


Frankel in the Criminal Courts. 


The cases against Irwin Frankel ana J. 
Wahlblack were docketed for trial in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning. 
There are two cases against Frankel, one for 
abandoning his ehild and the other 


for abandoning his wife. The action against 
Wahlblack is for assault and battery. Mr. 
Paxson appeared to represent tne prosecu- 
tion while Thomas B. Harvey represented the 
defense in the three actions. Mr. 
Harvey was not ready ‘for trial and 
asked for a continuance. Judge Campbell 
adjourned the case until 20’clock, at which 
time Mr. we ave notification that he 
would file affidavits in the matter. The nature 
of these affidavits he would not make public 
until the papers are filed.

Ger, now states that when he swore 
to informations charging Geo. 8. Leonard 
with selling lottery tickets he swore falsely 
and took the oath at the instigation of Police 
Officer Scully. Hesays he took this action 
on the representation that Leonard had been 
paid $2,000 by the Posr-Disrarok to furnish 
information for the public showing the eK 
tent of the violations of the law. 

On the witness stand at the trial Drexler ad- 
mitted under oath that the charges were 
false and that he never bought tickets from 
Leonard. 

To this Chief Huebler says nothing. He re- 
mains inactivé. Is he trying to shield Scully? 
It not why does he not present Scully to the 
board on charges and Drexler to court? 

The only action contemplated is @ prosecu- 
tion of Drexler and to this the officers of the 
Court of Criminal Correction are iending 


themselves. 

The case isa simple one. It shows how jus- 
tice is administered atthe Four Courts and 
beyond question, itis aserious reflection on 
the present directing heads of the St. Louis 
Police Department. Just now it looks like 


very dirty peace of business. : 

ASSISTANT PROSECUTING ATTORNEY DIERKES 
says he will not issue any warrants against 
Drexler for several days. Iam now looking 
up the law in the matter,’’ he said this morn- 
ing, ‘‘and have not yet made up my mind 
whether we can prosecute him for perjury or 
for making a corrupt, and voluntary corrupt 
oath. The former is punishable with im- 

risonment in the Penitentiary, while the 
atter is only a misdemeanor. Something will 
be done, however, as we cannot have the 
court used in such a manner. If Drexler wants 
to get even with Leonard, he cannot ute the 
court to further his purpose.’’ a 

„Who will swear to the information when 
the warrant is issued?“ was asked by the re- 
porter. 

‘*Officer Scully or Danaher, of course. They 
both came up tomy office immediately after 
the case againat Leonard was dismissed in the 
court and made complaint against Drexler for 
making a false oath. They have been up to 
see me about it several times since, and I told 
them that I would issue the warrant as soon 
as I could get time to draw it up.“ 

*‘*Then you think you can make a case stick, 
do you?’’ 

‘*Certainly Ido. He told me positively that 
he had bought tnose tickets of Leonard on 
the dates mentioned in the warrants. I 
thought the proceedjng was an unusual one 
at the time, but could not refuse to issue the 
warrants if he would swear to them.“ 

There is a point of difference between this 
story and the onetold by Scully last evening. 
Scully insists that he and Danaher are hav- 
ing nothing to do with the prosecution of 
Drexler. „Wo will, I suppose, be called 
as witnesses in the case,’’ he said, ‘‘because 
we heard him swear on both occasions. Mr. 
Vierkes was inthe court-room when the case 
was dismissed and will probably institute 
proceedings himself. 

Mr. Dierkes insists, however, that Scully 
and Danaher are going todo the swearing. 
Butthen Scully says just the opposite, and 
Scully’s reputation for truth and veracity is 
well known. 

OFFICERS SCULLY AND DANAHER 

were in the ante-room tothe Court of Crim!i- 
nal Correction when approached by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter yesterday afterncon. Both 
were anxious to be interviewed, Scully in par- 
ticular telling his story of the Drexler matter 
without waiting for a question on the subject. 
He said it was foolish to talk about Scully and 
Danaher influencing Drexier to institute the 
proceedings against Leonard and cited Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes and Capt. 
Wm. Young of the Central District to prove 
that Drexier had bothered them with requests 
for warrants, 

He wanted Mr. Dierkes to give him six 
warrants against Leonard, but was told to 
take three and see what he could do with 
them. Mr. Dierkes asked him If he was doing 
It ot his own free will, and he said he was. 
He a few moments later admitted that it 
was partly because a certain evening sheet 
wantea Leonard prosecuted that he was tak- 
ing that action.’’ 

Thus Scully talked on for fully half an hour. 
He chen proceeded to detail the traps which 
Drexler set for Leonard in order to catch him 
and have evidence to prove a case of selling 
lottery tickets against him. Then he launched 
into the officers of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection and abused them roundly. 

Why don’t the Post-DISPATCH give usa 
little rest, and write up those fellows in 
there, sali he, waving his hand toward the 
court-room. Just take the books and see 
how many continuances have been taken. 
Weare always ready, but they want to wear 
outour witnesses. We ask to have the lot- 
tery cases called early on the docket, 
but Judge Campbell says it is the 
rule of the court for lottery 
cases to come last, and our witnesses have to 
stay until late in the afternoon. Look at the 
stuff those fellows pay Bob Goode and the rest 
of those attorneys for fighting these cases. 

Every timejthey want a continuance these 
lawyers have only to make up some sort of a 
story about having a case in the Circuit Court, 
and Judge Campbell gives them what time 
they want. 

These lawyers have to pull together to get 
the stuff out of the gamblers. Then, too, 
Claiborne is no better than Campbell. He 
gives first one continuance for the defendant 
then oneforthe State, then one Dy consent. 
If it is necessary, the Court orders the next 
one, and so it goes until our witnesses quit 
coming to court at all.’’ 

BE. A. DREXLER 

was seen this morning by a PosT- DISPATCH 
reporter and re-asserted what he had prev 
ously stated about Patrolman Scully. He 
not only got me to bring charges against 
Leonard, but against Morris Smith as 
well,“ remarked Drexler. ‘*Smith’s case will 
eome up to-morrowand I will then refuse to 
testify because I was instigated by Soully 
to bring the case. Scully told me 
that Leonard and Smith were trying to do me 
up and said ifI would take out warrants for 
them I would not bave to appear in court at 
all, Soully said he would attend to the arrest 
and I could sell all the tick I wanted 
to. He also promised to get me Dack a fine of 
$100 which the court had assessed me. He said 
I would be on the good side of theJpolice, and 
that I was a fool for ever stopping the sale of 
lottery tickets.

Trial Finishes Its Testi- 
mony This Morning. 


Witnesses Introduced by the Old 
Blacksmith to Prove His 
Mind Is Sound. 


Dr. Hughes’ Expert Testimony Concludes 
the Respondent’s Case—Dr. Gregory Be- 
lieves Mr. Mullery to Be Perfectly Sane 
F. J. Hennessy Denies Having Made Any 
Statement Derogatory to Mrs. Alves’

Character—Mrs. Smith Also Testifies in 
Behalf—The Jurors; 


the Mefendant’s 
Complain That They Are Forced to Hear 
Outside Comment on the Case in the 
Court-Room—Incidents of the Trial. 


This morning the Probate Oourt was 
thronged with people who nad come to hear 
the testimony in the case of John Mullery, the 
aged blacksmith whose sanity Is being de- 
cided by ajury. People, packed almost like 
sardines, stood through the entire session. 
Mrs. Carlin, the youngest daughter of the de- 
tendant was seated beside her father, 
while Mr. and Mrs. John J. Conroy 
were near the attorneys forthe prosecution. 
Their young lady daughter was also present. 
The attorneys occupied considerable of the 
court’s time in wrangling over the admission 
of testimony and side remarks directed at 
each other, and speeches for the benefit of 
the jury. A number of times the Court repri- 
manded them for their methods, but it had 
little effect. The wrangles never got very 
warm or personal, however. 


Yesterday afternoon there war some expert 
testimony heard. Dr. Jerome K. Bauduy was 
put on the stand dy the attorneys for the chil- 
dren. Mr. Garesche read to hima hypothet- 
ical case which embraced all the points made 
in the testimony—the fact that the man was 83 
years old, had been a steady drinker, was 
twice married; twelve years after his second

The discussion of the claim of the State 
against the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
Co. will probably be ended here to-morrow, 
and if suit is brought it will in all likelihood 
be im the St. Louis Circuit Court, instead of 
that of Cole County. Gov. Francis and Attor- 
ney- General Wood will, according to the 
present plan, be here in the morning pre- 
pared to begin early and go ahead with the 
work. General Attorney E. D. Kenna and his 
assistant, Mr. L. F. Parker, of the Frisco ar- 
rived home last night and are prepared to 
furnish the State officials any further informa- 
tion or arguments desired. Vice-President 
aud General Counsel John O'Day also came 
don last night. He had intended to go to 
Washington, but concluded that he would re- 
main over to see the Attorney-General. 

The case has assumed a great deal more im- 
portance than had been attributed to it at the 
start, and there le now but little probability 
that the notes will be allowed to become 
outiawed because of the failure ef the State to 
begin sult, and thus save them, Mr. Kenna, 
speaking of the matter this morning, said 
that the expectation was that the matter 

WOULD BE KEPT QUIET 
unless suit was finally brought. He went 
to Jefferson City very quietly Monday 
morning, accompanied by his assist- 
ant, Mr. Parker, and was confident 
that no one in Jefferson City knew of his mis- 
sion. Heappeared before the Governor and 
Attorney-General and, assisted by Mr.

THE POSITIONS DEFINED. 

General Attorney Kenna was questioned to- 
day as tothe positions of the State and the 
railroad company.

2. That in 1870 the South Pacific and the 
Atiantic & Pacific companies consolidated 
under the act ot March 24, 1870, and by tne 
provisions ot that act the Atlantic & Pacific 
Co. was required to assume all obligations 
and liabilities of the South Pacific Oo. to the 
State.

That it was as- 
sumed in two ways by the Atiafitic & Pacific 
company in 1870, and thereby be- 
came a new and original promise of 
that oy ag be That this debt was in turn 
assumed by the St. Louls & San Francisco Co. 
in the tripartite agreement of January 81, 
1880, and in turn became anew and original 
promise on the part of the St. Louls & Sah 
Francisco Co., and hence the statutory period 
has never transpired and will not transpire 
until January 31, 1890. 

THE RAILROAD COMPANY CLAIMS 

1. That When the State sold the South west 
Pacific Ralfroad to tite South Pacific Co. it 
guaranteed that the property was free from 
all liens and incumbrances placed thereon by 
the Southwest Pecific Rallroad Co, That after 
ite purchase the South Pacific Co. found that 
it was not tree from such liens 
and incumbrances but, on the contrary, 
was subject to a morteage in favor or 
Yelverton & Ward as trusteesifor $5,000,000 and 
thatin orderto clear its title from such en- 
cumbrance the South Pacific company was 
obliged to expend $600,000. Tnat for this reason 
when the debt bere in question became due to 
the State instead of the South Pacitic owing 
the State the amount ofthat debt the State 
owed the South Pacific the difference 
between $300,000 and the $600,000 which 
it had been obliged to exnend in order 
to free its property from this incumbrance 
ageinst which this State had covenanted. At 
this time the question of the lidbility of the 
State to the South Pacific Co. for the money 
thus expenceéd wus submitted to able counsel 
separately, among them to Judge R. E. 
Rombauer, now the Tlresiding udge of 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals; Judge 
W. B. Napton, for many years Judge of the 
Supreme Court of this State and Messrs. Sharp 
& Broadhead, a firm which at that time and 
since has stood as high as any other in the 
city. The opinions given by these eminent 
jurists all conour that tne State was liabie in 
equity and justice to the South Pacific Rall- 
road Oo. forthe whole amount expended in 
extinguishing the lien of the Yelverton & 
Ward mortgage. 

2. That the South Pacific and the Atlantic & 
Pacific were never consolidated, and for that 
reason never accepted or were required to ac- 
cept the provisions of the act of 1570,requiring 
consolidated companies to assume the obli- 
gations and liabilities to the State which bad 
rested upon either of the original companies.

4. That in order to take advantage of the 
promise contained in that deed, even if it 
were made, the State must have assented to 
the *substitution of debtors and canceled the 
original obligation to the South Pacific Co. 
That having failed to do this until after the 
statute of limitations had run upon the orig- 
inal obligation, she cannot now give such as- 


sent. *

fidently relies, not ents upon the iapse of 
time, but upon the conduct of the State by ite 
officers in recognizing and insisting on liabil- 
ity on the original bond and in bringing sult 
l that bond as late as 1876. 

. Thata proper legal construction of the 
tripartite agreement of 1880 will not include 
this debt, and even if it should be held that

American citizens. Soon afterward La Popa 
appeared off the coast and a landing party 
was sent asbore. At once the Indians 
ran up the American flag, and the firing of 
the signal gun soon broughta large force of 
armed Indians to the spot. They were led by 
a chief of valor and reputation, who, stepping 
out before his men, delivered an address to 
the Colombian commander, in which he as- 
serted that the San Blas Indians were Amer- 
loans and would fight under the American 
flag. The forces from the gunboat were di- 
rectea to return {wmediately aboard their 


vessel or suffer the consequences. The 
Colombian commander had no al- 
ternative, so he and his men  0bdarded 


their vessel and steamed down the coast. 
Here a second landing was made and here a 
second time the Indians assembled in force 
and declared themselves American. Again 
they demanded the return of the Colombian 
forces on board La Popa. The Colombians 
retired on board and La Popa sailed away. 
There are said to be 30,000 Indians in the San 
Blas country and an attempt by the Colom- 
bian Government to subdue them would be 
fraught with great expense and difficulty. 
They are a brave and hardy race and, like the 
North American Indians, will su mit to the 
greatest physical pain without a murmur.

Secretary Walker Beginning the Prelim- 
inary Work to Club Organization.

THE ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 


A New and Effective System of Investiga- 
tion Inaugurated, 


The Associated Charity workers have adopt- 
edanew system which, from results so far 
observed, will be of practical benefit to 
the needy poor of St. Louis. The 
Association has the very dificult work 


of investigating all reported cases of poverty, 
sickness and destitution and then turning 
them over to the relief associations. Hereto- 
fore agreat many cases were heard of and 
investigated through the medium of the daily 
press, which printed the police reports; now 
the system has been changea and the police 
reports are sent direct to the office of the 
association and are investigated immediately. 
This system suves a good deal of time and 
prevents imposition. The association geta 
the reports a day sooner than if it waited for 
their publication, and unless cases are worthy 
they are not touched. 

Mr. Grant Tilden, Vice-President of the As- 
sociation, sald this morning’ We have ten 
cases here, reported within three days. Three 
of these are absolutely unworthy of help, so 
that had the papers published tbese cases 
before we got the reports people 
outside might have sent them money or 
clothes when they did not deserve it, [ think 
you will find thatthe new system will work 
very nicely.’’ This practice of working di- 
rect from the police reports has been in oper- 
ation dut ashort time but in that time its 
success bas beenso marked that it will be 
continued.

MR. JOHN MEIFR BUYS THE COLLIER PROP- 
ERTY AT FOURTH AND MORGAN. 


Proposes Improving: the Site With a 
Large Building in the Near Future 
Effect of the Purchase on Nerth Fourth 
Street Interests—Other Real Estate Sales 
and Transactions. - 


The purchase of a down town business cor- 
ner for $78,000 was perfected to-day and a 
deed to the premises froin the Collier estate to 
Mr. John Meiler has in all probability been 
filed. 

This is an especially interesting transaction 
to real estate operators, from the fact 
that the ground sold is somewhat 
beyond the confines of what is—§generally 
looked upon as the new progressive business 
center, where many capitalists seeking a re- 
munerative return from an investment would 
like to buy.

THE SALARIES COMMITTEE GATHERING 
FACTS AND FIGURES ON PAT-ROLLS. 


Lists Being Sent in From All the Depart- 
ments—No More Sprinkling Inspectors 
Wanted—Work on the City Halil Plans 
Progressing—The House of Delegates 
Makes a Blunder. 


The special committee of three from the 
Council and three from the House appointed 
especially to look into the salary accounts of 
the city, witha view to retrenchment and re- 
form, has not as yet had a meeting, but has 
nevertheless been getting in some good licks, 
The Auditor was requested to make up a 
table of salaries for each department and 
several of the employes of that 
department have been unusually busy for the 
last few days with tne books. From the 
Auditor’s office several requests have been 
sent to the heads of departments requesting 
them to lend a hand and make up their lists 
as the Auditor’s office had as much as it could 
handle, A very formidable list went up yes- 
terday from one of the offices which has to do 
with the water supply and another equally as 
formidable went from one of the members of 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

While these little preliminaries are being 
arranged the members of the committee are 
quietly posting themselves as to the detalls of 
certain positions now occupied by those who 
seem to have much business on street corners 
and in drinking resorts in the vicinity of the 
municipal headquarters. There is a griey- 
ance committee on the south side of the City 
Hall building, second floor, which is teking 


an active interest in the suffect in the 
behalf of the salaried employes and 
there is a good deal of talk about a keep-your- 
mouth-shut organization which will rf clude 
all who are espadble of giving any information 
on the subject of salaries or work. The com- 
mittee, in any event, will have a tough job if 
it intends to do any work. The heads of de- 
partment are not at all inclined to let 1 of 
any of their employes and are not very likely 
to say that their offices have any superfluous 
attachments to them. The committee is de- 
termined, however, to reduce expenses and 
will not leave any method of obtaining infor- 
mation untried, and hope that when the time 
for making up the annual appropriation bill 
comes around there will be more money for 
the streets and sewers and other improve- 
ments which are so badly needed.

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THE SNOW BLOCKADE. 


AN ARMY OF MEN CLEARING THE RAU 
ROAD TRACKS, 


Ne Change for the Better—Snow Six Feet 
Higher Than the Engine Cabs—Trains 
Buried Completely Gut of Sight—Severe 
Storms in Eastern Nevada and Utah— 


Theatrical Troupes Caught. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.—Senator Stan- 
ford, President of the Central Pacific Rall 
road, has received a report from San Fran- 
cisco, giving an account of the snow blockade 
in the Sierra Nevada Mountains. It is said 
that there has been nochange for the better, 
and that west-bound trains cannot be started. 
On both sides of the mountains the 
snow is from three to six feet higher than the 
engine cabs and snow plows and plungers are 
of no use as they cannot throw the snow out 
of the cuts. The steps have been taken off the 
cars to prevent them from being torn off by 
the co. In Eastern Nevada and Utah heavy 
storms have prevailed and many engines 
have been blown off the track. Three fire- 
men and two engineers are said to have been 
killed in this way. A number of trains which 
started outfrom Ogden have been derailed 


by the ice and are heipless. The snow sheds 
are covered with such immense masses of 
snow that it is feared they will be crushed in. 
In some places the telegraph wires are buried 
from 10 to 12 feet. 

About a mille north of Upper Soda Springs a 
snow-siide came down the mountain and 
dammod the river completely. Trees two and 
three feet thick were broken off like pipe- 
stems. At Ashland another severe storm has 
set in and all passengers have been sent back 


to Portjand. 

The storm on the Central Pacific has been 
the w teverknown. It has been snowing 
at Ogden since December 20, and some trains 
are buried completely out of sight. The com- 
pany has 2,500 extra men at work and all pro- 
visions have to becarried on snow shoes. 
In some cuts the snow is forty and 
fifty feet deep. The Central Pacific 
expects to bring all ite trains in to-day, as 
they think they have succeeded in raising the 
blockade. Thirteen days’ Eastern mail is on 
the trains at Reno, causing great disadvan- 
tage to trade. 

From Portiand, Ore., word comes that the 
Northern Paeific road is open and has been 
Open all winter. 4 terrible rainstorm has 
prevailed during the past thirty-eight hours 
and * Is feared that disastrous landslides will 
resuit. 


Snow Bound Actors and Actresses. 


NEW Lokk, Jan. 29.— The main subject of in- 
terest among theatrical people is the great 
snow blockade on the Central Pacific which 
has keptthree companies snow-bound in the 


Sierra Nevadas and closed several theaters on 
account of the failure of these companies to 
meet their dates. The loss to managers ig es- 
timated to amount to thousands of dollars, 
while to the players, who are losing their 
salaries while locked up in the snow ofthe 
mountains, the money damage, though 
smaller in amount, is likely to prove 
even more serious, because they are not 
so well able to stand it as the managers. 
In addition to thisthe actors and actresses 
are reported to be actually suffering from 
want ot proper food and the cold, and the 
effect of their experience is likely to remain 
with some of them tothe end of their lives. 
The Howard Specialty Co. has been the 
longest sufferer from the blockade, having 
already been snowvdound in one car at Shady 
Run, Cal., for fourteen days. During tbis 
time the company hus lived principally upon 
what is known as packed food, salt meat 
und fish prepared for winter consumption at 
the smaller towns along the railroad. To 
men and women like Miss Irwin and 
George Thatcher, to whom champagne 
suppers and wine dinners have become 
almost a necessary of life, food of this kind is 
not likely to digest well. Then, too, the fuel 
has given out, and the occupants of the snow- 
bound cur are obliged to suffer cold as well as 
hunger. Rich & Harris of Boston, the pro- 
prietors of the company, have been doling all 
in their power to get the people back to civil- 
ization and warm dinners. They sent arep- 
resentative to Sacramento over the Southern 
Pacific, and he has made arrangements with 
the railroad to get the company back to Sac 
ramento, as there is no probability of its pro- 
gressing toward the East for the present. 
rom Sacramento tho company will goover the 
-Bouthern Pacific to Kansas City, which it is 
hoped to reach to-night. Under this pro- 
gramme Rich & Harris expect to open atthe 
Olympic Theater, St. Louis, next Sunday, if 
the people are sufficiently recruited by that 
time. A dispatch to Mr. Harris, who is now 
in this city, saystaat the company is com- 
letely exhausted and suffering from want of 
nourishment. 

The ‘‘Shonandoah’’ company is still snowed 
in about nine miles from Wadaworth, Nev. 
Ai Hayman telegraphed to Charles Frohman 
yesterday that possibly the company may be 
Aug out“ in time to reach San Francisco 
Friday. The track for twenty-seven miles is 
covered with snow and ice, which is very difi- 
cult to remove. The Baldwin Theater has 
been closed all the week and will continue so 
until Monday, when ‘‘Shenandoah’’ will be 
produced if the company is fortunate enough 
to get there. 

Roland Reed and his company are also lost 
in the snow somewhere on the Central Pacific, 
but nobody seems to know where. The Cali- 
fornia Theater in San Francisco, where they 
were to have opened last Monday, is closed 
and will remain eo until some definite news is 
received of Reed and his people. 

The opening of the new Markham Opera- 
house in Portland, Ore., has been postponed 
for a week because the Emma Juch Co. has 
been unable to get to Portland. 

The Pear! of Pekin’’ company has escaped 
the perils of the snow, butit is blockaded be- 
tween Fresno and Los Angeles by a washout. 
Taken altogether, the players’ pilgrimage to 
the Pacific coast this season can hardly be 
regarded as an overwhelming success. 


A Brighter Outlook, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 29.—It now seems 
probable that the great blockade on the 
Sierras will soon be over. The big rotary 
plow has been dug from the snow in Cascade 
Canon, and has done splendid work since. 


The track is now clear as far as the plow can 
clear it. The snow it has been passing through 
was nearly as hard as ice and averaged 
twenty feet. The railroad officials state that 
the only obstruction now is abouta foot of 
hard trampled snow and ice which covers 
the rails for a considerable distance. This 
must be removed by picks und shovels. 
Ine officials think the blockaded trains will 
reach here to-day. The trains have two 
weeks’ mall. The high water has gone down 
all over the State and washouts and land- 
slides are generally repaired. Great damage 
has been done to roads and bridges. The 
blockade on the California & Oregon Railroad 
still continues and there is little prospect of 
breaking it fora week yet. There is no com- 
munication north except by steamer. The 
revenue cutter Kush took a large amount of 
mall to Portland last evening, the regular line 
of steamers refusing the reguiar compensa- 
tion offered by the Government.

Quixote’’—-Other Entertainments, 


The Bostonians presented their new opera, 
Don Quixote,’’ at the Olympic last night to 
awell-tilled house. It was the first time the 
opera had been seen here, and the audience 
went away highly pleased with it in all its de- 
tails. The basis of the plot is the entangled love 
affairs of Don Fernando and Dorothea, and of 
Cardenio and Lucinda, well-known charac- 
ters, in the Spanish satire. With them are 
mixed up the most laughable incidents in Don 
Quixote’s career, the fight with the windmill, 
the mishap with Mambrino’s helmet, Sancho 
Panza’s appolntment as Governor, the ride on 
the wooden horse, etc. As for the music, the 
work is very melodious. A little Jnterrupted 
serenade by Pedro, the village barber, witn 
which the curtain goes up, is followed bya 
solo by Dorothea, which was very warmly re- 
ceived. Don Quixote and Sancho were in- 
troduced by a most iudicrous march. A Mad- 
rigal quartette comes soon after, followed 
later on by a quartette in ‘‘Negustan Todas,’’ 
the old Spanish melody which is also a feature 
introduced into Carmen, and which is delight- 
fulin both. The act winds up with Quixote’s 
well-known arrest and removal in the cage. In 
the second act the features are a waltz son 
by Dorothea, a serenade by Don Quixote an 
the chorus a trio with the catching lines; 

**A married man may be full of guile, 

But a warried woman may’nt,’’ 
and a bolero by Lucinda which was sung and 
danced beautifully. The last act is given 
largely to Sancho’s troubles with the Govern- 
orship ofthe Island which he has so long 
hoped for.

COUNTY CARE OF THE INSANE. 


Report of the New York Commission in 
Lunacy. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 29.—The first annual re- 
port of the State Commission in Lunacy was 
made publio to-day. A considerable amount 
of space is devoted to a comparison of State 
care and county care of the insane, and the 
report takes strong ground in favor of the 
former. A large number of shocking Incl- 
dents observed in the county institutions are 


related. An aged woman afflicted with turbu- 
lent dementia was found confined ina cell-like 
room. Her bed was indescribably filthy and 
the floor was wot and soiled with her execre- 
ment, the odor of which was terribly offen- 
Sive. Her “ry 4 attendants were two pau- 
per girls who brought her food ina basin 
which they set on her filthy bed. She had no 
companions except five filthy male patients 
in the same building. The bedsofthe latter 
patients were also saturated with human 
filth. In another part of the building 3 
young woman was found attired in nothing 
but a blue cotton skirt and a man's coat. Her 
room was cold and cheerless and its floor was 
wet and foul. In another place the attend- 
ants excused themselves for bathing several 
patients in the same water by saying that the 
patients with skin diseases were bathed last. 
In another two filthy patients were put in the 
same bed. The commission. concludes that, 
feasible may de the theory 
county care, it has fallen far 
short, in practice, of the hopes entertained for 
it. Its difficulties and defects seem to be in- 
eradicable and the system should be abolished 
by the Legislature. Thesystem which has 
been a failure for twenty yearscan hardly be 
expected ever to become a success. State 
cure, onthe other hand, while not perfect, 
represents all that is best in the present state 
of medical knowledge. The absence of unl-

The commission 
assigns various valid reasons for doubting 
whether that increase is so far dispropor- 
tionate to the increase of population as is ken- 
erally suppoeeu.

THE WORLD'S FAIR BILL 


HOW CONGRESS PROVIDES FORTHE CELE- 
BRATION IN 1892. 


The Measure as Prepared for Report to the 
House To-Morrow—An International Ex- 
hibition of Arts, Sciences, Manufactures 
and the Products of the Soil, Mine and 
Sea—Government Aid, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.—The World's 
Fair bill to be reported to the House on Thurs- 
day has been completed. The title and first 
section are as follows: 

A bill to provide for celebrating the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America by 
Columbus by holding an International Ex- 
hibition of arts, sciences, manufacturers and 
the products of the soil, mine and sea, in 
the city of , in the State of , inthe 
year —*—. 

Whereas, It is t and appropriate that the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of America 
be commemorated by an exhibition of the re- 
sources of the United States of America, their 


tion in the New World; and, 

Whereas, Such an.exhibition should be ofa 
National and international character, so that 
notonly the people of our Union and this 
Continent, but those of all nations as well, 
can participate, and should, therefore, have 
the sanction ofthe Congress of the United 
States; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
icain Congress assembled, that said exhibi- 
tion of arts,sciences, manufactures and prod- 
ucts ofthe soll, mineand ssa products shall 
be held in the year 1892, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and under the control of the „ 
corporation created by and for the purpose of 


this act. 
THE COMMISSION. 


Sec. 2 provides for acommission to consist 
of two members from each State and one from 
each Territory, and one from the District of 
Columbia, to ix the date of holding the falr 
and tosuperintend it. Sec. 3 makes the com- 
mission a corporation. The commissioners 
are to be appointed by the President on the 


nomination of the Governors of the States and 

Territories. The meetings are to be held in 

the city selected for the talr. Sec. 6 provides: 
FREE ENTRY OF EXHIBITS. 

„That all articles which shall be imported 
from foreign countries for the sole purpose of 
exhibition at said Exposition, upon which 
there shall be a tariff or custom duty, shall be 
adinitted free of payment of duty, custom fees 
or charges, under such roguiations as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may prescribe; but it 
shall be lawful at any time during the Exposi- 
tion to selland deliver any goods or property 
imported for and actually on exhibition in the 
Exposition bullding or on the ground, subject 
to such reguiations for the security of 
the revenue and for the collection of the 
import duties as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe; provided that all such arti- 
cles that shall be sold or withdrawn for con: 
sumption in the United States shall be subject 
to the duty, if any, imposed upon such arti- 
cles by the revenue laws in force at the date of 
importation, and all penalties prescribed by 
Jaw shall be applied and enforced against such 
articles and against the persons who may be 
guilty of any such improper gale or with- 
drawal. 

‘*Sec. 7. That the sum of $50,000, or as much 
thereof as may be necessary, be, und the 
same is hereby, appropriated, out of any 
moneys in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, to De expended under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, for all pur- 
poses connected with the udmission of foreign 


goods to said exposition. 

See. 8. That the said commission shall 
submit to Congress for thelr consideration, as 
soon as practicuble after the appointment of 
Commissioners as horein provided, a suitable 
date for opening and closing the exhibition, a 
programme of appropriate ceremonies for 
opening aud dedicating the same.’’ 

According to sec. 9 on the provision of 
grounds and buildings the President shall 
make proclamation ot the same and see that 
the diplomatic representatives of the United 
States invite foreign Robaina nee to exhibit. 

The capital stock of the corporation is fixed 
at $20,000,000, to be divided into shares worth 
Slo each. Before the commission begins work 
it must have $5,000,000 pledged. The corpora- 
tion of commissiqners is authorized to issue 
bonds and must close up its business before 
January 1, 1598. 

GOVERNMENT AID 
* provided for in the last two sections as fol- 
ows: . 

**Sec. 22. That there shall be exhibited at 
said exhibition by the Government of the 
United States, from the Kxecutive Depart- 
ments, the Smithsonian Institution and the 
National Museum, such articles and materials 
as illustrate the function and administrative 
faculty of the Government in time of peace, 
and its resources as a war power, tending to 
demonstrate the nature of our institutions 
and their adaptation to the wants of 
the people; and, to seoure a com- 
plete and harmonious arrangement of 
such a Govereument exhibit, a dDourd shall be 
created to be charged with the selection, 
preparation, arramgement and safekeeping.

Republicans and four Domocrats.

THE SNOW BLOCKADE. 


AN ARMY OF MEN CLEARING THE RAU 
ROAD TRACKS. 


Ne Change for the Better—Snow Six Feet 
Higher Than the Engine Cabs—Trains 
Buried Completely Gut of Sight—Severe 
Storms in Eastern Nevada and Utah— 


Theatrical Troupes Caught. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 29.—Senator Stan- 
ford, President of the Central Pacific Rall- 
road, has received a report from San Fran- 
cisco, giving an account of the snow blockade 
in the Sierra Nevada Mountains. It is said 
that there has been no change for the better, 
and that west-bound trains cannot be started. 
On both sides of the mountains the 
snow is from three to six feet higher than the 
engine cabs and snow plows and plungers are 
of no use as they cannotthrow the snow out 
of the cuts. The steps have been taken off the 
cars to prevent them from being torn off by 
the ice. In Eastern Nevada and Utah heavy 
storms have prevailed and many engines 
have been blown off the track. Three fire- 
men and two engineers are said to have been 
killed in this way. A number of trains which 
started out from Ogden have been derailed 


by the ice and are helpless. The snow sheds 
are covered with such immense masses of 
snow that it is feared they will be crushed in. 
In some places the telegraph wires are buried 
from 10 to 12 feet. 

About a mille north of Upper Soda Springs a 
snow-sliide came down the mountain and 
dammed the river completely. Trees two and 
three feet thick were broken off like pipe- 
stems. At Ashland another severe storm has 
set in and all passengers have been sent back 
to Portland. 

The storm on the Central Pacific has be 
the worst ever known. It has been snowj/sg 
at Ogden since December 20, and some 
are buried completely out of sight 
pony has 2,500 extra men at wo 
visions have to be carried 
In some cuts the forty and 
fifty feet deep. Central Pacific 
expects to bring all ite trains in to-day, as 
they think they have succeeded in raising the 
blockade. Thirteen days’ Eastern mail is on 
the trains at Reno, causing great disadvan- 
tage to trade. 

From Portiand, Ore., word comes that the 
Northern Paeific road is open and has been 
Open all winter. 4 terrible rainstorm has 
prevailed during the past thirty-eight hours 
and 5 is feared that disastrous landslides will 
result. 


Snow Bound Actors and Actresses. 


NEW YORK,Jan. 29. — The main subject of in- 
terest among theatrical people is the great 
snow biockade on the Central Pacific which 
has keptthree companies snow-bound in the 


Sierra Nevadas and Glosed several theaters on 
uccount of the failure of these companies to 
meet their dates. The loss to managers is es- 
timated to amount to thousands of dollars, 
while to the players, who are losing their 
salaries while locked up in the snow ofthe 
mountains, the money damage, though 
smaller in amount, is iikeiy to prove 
even more serious, because they are not 
60 well able to stand it as the managers. 
In addition to this the actors nd actresses 
are reported to be actually suffering from 
Want ot proper food and the cold, and the 
effect of their experience is likely to remain 
with some of them tothe end of their lives. 
The Howard Specialty Co. has been the 
longest sufferer from the blockade, having 
already been snowvdound in one car at Shady 
Run, Cal., for fourteen days. During this 
time the company hus lived principally upon 
what is known as packed food, salt meat 
and fish prepared for winter consumption at 
the smaller towns along the railroad. To 
men and women like Miss Irwin and 
George Thatcher, to whom champagne 
suppers and wine dinners have become 
almost a necvssary of life, food of this kind is 
not likely to digest well. Then, too, the fuel 
has given out, and the occupants of the snow- 
bound cur are obliged to suffer cold as well as 
hunger. Rich & Harris of Boston, the pro- 
prietors of the company, have been doling all 
in their power to get the people back to civil- 
ization and warm dinners. They sent arep- 
resentative to Sacramento over the Southern 
Pacific, and he has made arrangements with 
tho railroad to get the company back to Sac- 
ramento, as there is no probability of its pro- 
ressing toward the East for the present. 
From Sacramento tho company will goover the 
-‘Bouthern Pacific to Kansas City, which it is 
hoped to reach to-night. Under this pro- 
gramme Rich & Harris expect to open at the 
Olympic Theater, St. Louis, next Sunday, if 
the people are sufficiently recruited by that 
time. A dispatch to Mr. Harris, who is now 
in this city, says that the company is com- 
letely exhausted and suffering from want of 
nourishment.

COUNTY CARE OF THE INSANE. 


Report of the New York Commission in 
Lunacy. 


ALBANY, N. I., Jan. 29.—The first annual re- 
port of the State Commission in Lunacy was 
made publicto-day. A considerable amount 
of space is devoted to a comparison of Stat 
care and county care of the insane, and the 
report takes strong ground in favor of the 
former. A large number of shocking 
dents observed in the county institutions are 


related. An aged woman afflicted with turbu- 
lent dementia was found confined ina cell-like 
room. Herbed was indescribably flithy and 
the floor was wot and soiled with her execre- 
ment, the odor of which was terribly offen- 
Sive. Her only attendants were two pau- 
per girls who —— her food in a basin 
which they set on her filthy ved. She bad no 
companions except fiye filthy male patients 
in the same building. The beds ot the latter 
patients were also saturated with human 
filth. In another part of the building 3 
young woman was found attired in nothing 
but a blue cotton skirt and a man's coat. Her 
room was cold and cheerless and its floor was 
wet and foul. In another placethe attend- 
ants excused themselves for bathing’ several 
patients in the same water by saying that the 
patients with skin diseases were bathed last. 
In another two filthy patients were put in the 
same bed. The commission concludes that, 
however feasible may be the theory 
of county care, it has fallen far 
short, in practice, of the hopes entertained for 
it. Its difficulties and defects seem to be in- 
eradicable and the system should be abolished 
by the Legislature. Thesystem which has 
been a failure for twenty yearscan hardly be 
expected ever to become a euccess. state 
cure, onthe other hand, while not perfect, 
represents all that is best in the present state 
of medical knowledge. The absence of unl- 
form and reliable statistics, covering many 
years, makes it impossible to determine 
whether the proportion of insane to the popu- 
lation is increasing, but whiic it is certain 
that there isa steady numerical increase, the 
frequent admission, discharge and readmis- 
sion of patients to asylums aids in making the 
existing statistics unreliable. The commission 
assigns various valld reasons for doubting 
whether that increase is so far dispropor- 
tionate to the increase of population as is ken- 
erally supposed.

Whereas, Such an exhibition should be ofa 
National and international charactor, so that 
notonly the people of our Union and this 
Continent, but those of all nations as well, 
can participate, and should, therefore, have 
the sanction ofthe Congress of the United 
States; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
lea in Congress assembled, that said exhibi- 
tion of arts,sciences, manufactures and prod- 
ucts of the soll, mine and sea products shall 
be held in the year 1892, as bereinafter pro- 
vided, and under the control of the ,a 
corporation created by and for the purpose of 


this act. 
THE COMMISSION. 


Sec. 2 provides for a commission to consist 
of two members from each State and one from 
each Territory, and one from the District of 
Columbia, to ix the date of holding the fair 
and tosuperintend it. Sec. 3 makes the com- 
misslon a corporation. The commissioners 
are to be appointed by the President on the 


nomination of the Governors of the States and 

Territories. The meetings are to be held in 

the city selected forthe tair. Sec. 6 provides: 
¥REE ENTRY OF EXHIBITS. 

„That all articles which shall be imported 
from foreign countries for the sole purpose of 
exhibition at said Exposition, upon which 
there shall be a tariff or custom duty, shall be 
admitted free of payment of duty, custom fees 
or charges, under such roguiations as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may prescribe; but it 
shall be lawful at any time during the Exposi- 
tion to sell and deliver any goods or property 
imported for and actually on exhibition in the 
Exposition building or on the ground, subject 
to such reguiations for the security of 
the revenue and for the collection of the 
import duties as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe; provided that all such arti- 
cles that shall be sold or withdrawn for con: 
sumption in the United States shail be subject 
to the duty, if any, imposed upon such arti- 
cles by the revenue laws in force at the date of 
importation, and all penalties prescribed by 
Jaw shall be applied and enforced against such 
articles and against the persons who may be 
guilty of any such improper gale or with- 
drawal. 

Sec. 7. That the sum of $50,000, or as much 
thereof as may be necessary, be, and the 
same is hereby, appropriated, out of any 
moneys in the Treasury not otuer wise appro- 
priated, to be expended under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, for ali pur- 
poses connected with the admission of foreign 
goods to said exposition. 

‘*Sec. 8. That the said commission shall 
submit to Congress for thelr consideration, as 
soon as practicible after the appointment of 
Commissioners as horein provided, a suitable 
date for opening and closing the exhibition, a 
programme of appropriate ceremonies for 
opening aud dedicating the same.’’ 

According to sec. 9 on the provision of 
grounds and dulldings the President shall 
make procinmation ot the same and see that 
the diploniatic representatives of the United 
States invite foreign 922 oye er to exhibit. 

The capital stock of the corporation is fixed 
at $20,000,000, to be divided into shares worth 
$l0 each. Before the commission begins work 
it must have $5,000,000 pledged. The corpora- 
tion of commissiqners is authorized to issue 
bonds and must close up its business before 
January 1, 1898. 

GOVERNMENT AID

A Combination of Cordage and Binding 
Twine Manufacturers Formed, 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPpatcn. 

LosTON, Mass., Jan. 29.—A morning paper 
says: All the manufacturers of cordage 
and binding twine in the country have, within 
the past few days, formed an association, 
whichis calculated to do away with former 
differences between individual companies 
and create more harmony of Interests as well 
as improve the general condition of the in- 
dustry. About thirty-five establishments are 
engaged in making cordage and binding 
twine, and the formation of the association 
is to avoid competition inthe buying of fibres, 
which beretofore has forced excessive prices, 
to the injury not only of the manufacturing 
interests, but also at the expense of the con- 
sumers of rope andtwine. This combination 
is entirely different from the old. The dis- 
tribution of fibres will be carried on upon a 
more equitable basis, and the tendency of 
over-production will be minimized, a result 
that will probably cause some mills to run on 
short time.

IIS EARLIEST CONTEST. 


HOW THE LATE HENRY W. GRADY WAS DE- 
FEATED BY AST- LOUIS ATTORNEY. 


An Interesting Incident in the Life of the 
Late Orator of the South—A Story of Col- 
lege Days Told by Mr. William C. Mar- 
shall of This City—The Oratorical Hon- 
ors Captured by a Competitor. 


HE fame which the 
late Henry W. Grady 
attained as an orator 
gives interest to inci- 
Gents of his life. A 
PO8T- DISPATCH re- 
porter had the pleas- 
ure yesterday of list- 
ening to an anecdote 
about Mr.Grady which 
will undoubtedly have 
more interest for the 
public than any yet 
related about the la- 
mented Southern ed- 
itor. It was told by 
Mr. Wm. C. Marshall, 
the attorney, while stopping for afew mo- 
ments in Jury Commissioner Carlisie’s office. 
Mr. Marshall had the distinguished honor of 
defeating Mr. Grady for final orator in the 
University of Virginia. It was the history of 
this contest which hp gave. It is is due to Mr. 
Marshall to say that he was not speaking 
for publication, that no criticism may be 
passed upon his modesty. Permission to use 
the incident was reluctantly givon later. The 
reporter anda friend were discussing Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s remarks upon the rapidity 
with which great men cometo the front, and 
the reporter cited flenry W. Grady as an lilus- 
tration of that fact. It was just at this point 
in the conversation that Mr. Marshall came 


in. 
„There is a man who can tell all about 


Grady,’’ said Commissioner Carlisle. He went 


to school with him, didn't you, Mr. Mar- 


shall?’’ 
MARSHALL’S STORY. 

„es, Iattended the University of Virginia 
when he was there and was vory intimate with 
him. He and I engaged inthe contest for Final 
Orator. There are three principal honors in 
the university. They are: The Final Orator, 
Medalist and President of the Washington 
Society. The students select each some one 
to compete for, and bend their energics dur- 
ing the whole year to winning it. During my 
last year I decided to strive for the honor of 
Medalist. Grady had set his heart on achiev- 
ing the distinction of Finul Orator. A blind 
fellow named Milburn who afterwards studied 
for the ministry was Grady’s only opponent. 
Besides the Washington Society there wero a 
number of secret organizations in 
the college, and the beginning 
of the year my socioty, Grady’s 
society and the society of the fellow who 
was running for President of the Washington- 
lan Society decided to combine their efforts 


to secure the honors tor their respective rep- 
resentatives. The honors in the University 
are rated by the students. Toshow you how 
it was done, take for instance the honor to 
which I was aspiring—that of medalist. The 
medalist had to be the best debater in the 
University. Every week we had debates, and 
any fellow striving forthe honor of medalist 
had to accept the challenge of any other com- 
petitor for the same honor, to debate on any 
subject. The only condition was that the 
chailenge had to be given a week 
beforehand in order to give the challenged 
some time tn study up on the subject. 
At the conclusion of the debate the society 
voted on the merits of the speeches made. If 
any competitor was defeated several tines 
why that about settled bis chances. One 
nignt I was challenged to debate on the ques- 
tion: ‘*Has the CatnolicChurch Been of More 
Benefit Than Injury to the World’’’ When 
the debate was about to commence Grady 
came over to me and said; — 

Marshall. my society wants the privilege 
of voting for your opponent to-night. He is 
from Georgia and we want to give hima send 
0 We will vote for you, though, all tho 
gane on the final test. 

That made me hot and I told Grady that his 
society could eo to hades it they didn’t want 
to stand by thelr agreement. He tried to 
argue with me that all he wished was to give 
the Georgian a send off, but I would not con- 
sent. When the debate was over Grady’s 
society did vote for the Georgian, but he voted 
for me and I won the debate. 

Shortly after thata great boom started for 
Grady’s opponent for final orator, the blind 
student Milburn. He was an impressive 
speaker, and the fact that he was bling 
just set the students wild about 
ulm. It began to look as if he would surely 
win the honor. The contestants for final 
orator were never challenged. They just 
strove to write and deliver the prettiest speech 
on any subject they chuse, but Miiburn, ren- 
dered confident by his success, determined 
upon a bold move, and ane for which there 
was no procedent in custom. 

HE CHALLENGED GRADY 

tocompete with him in an oration on the 
same subject. The challenge created much 
excitement in the college. Representatives 
of my society came to mo and asked me what 
weought to do about our agreement to sup- 
portGrady. They said Grady’s society had 
broken theirs to stand by me and they thought 
t hat in view of that fact they ought to act in- 
dependently in the coming contest. I told 
them that because Grady’s society had broken 
it’s pledge was not a good reason why they 
should break theirs and I told them they must 
vote forGrady, When the contest came on 
the three combined secret societics were 
anxious to make a test of their influence 
and 80 resolved to exert their full 
strength in favor of Grady. They did so and 
Grady won easily. From that time forward 
Milburn was out ot the race. That left Grady 
withoutacompetitor. The students didnot 
like that, and shortly afterwards someof my 
society came to mo and asked me to come out 
ugalnst Grady. I refused, but their importu- 
nities became more pressing. One day I was 
in my room lying on the bed when alot of 
them came in and 1 on the subject of me 
coming out against Grady. 

‘‘lheave given you my answer, Isaid, 1 
am out for medalist, and I do not want any- 
thing else. . ; 

„Woll if you won't, Fou won't,“ said one 
and then they apparently dropped the subject 
and beganto talk about incidents out in 
town. One ofthem mentioned that he had 
been in a saloon where Grady and his crowd 
were discussing the final orator matter 
Grady had been talking about hla defeat of 
Milburn and said he knew he would beat him.

POST-OFFICE OFFICIALS EXCITED. 


Bargains the merchants will adver- 
tise in to-morrow’s (Thursday) 


A New York Merchant Imports Goods 
Through the Mails. 


NRW YORK, Jan. 29.—4A queer violation of 
the postal laws was brought to light yester- 
day. The discovery awkwardly embarrassed 
Postmaster Van Cott ana spread the wildest 
sort of consternation among the employes of 
the post-office and the custom-house. The 
cause of the commotion was that the name of 


Postmaster-General Wanamaker was found 
woven in a lot of silk ribbon which bad been 
sent through the mall from Saxony to a 
man name 4. uge, in this city. 
This somewhat startling discovery 
was made at the post-office where 
the packages containing the ribbons were 
Opened. It is against the law to import goods 
by mall. Printed matter can come in that 
Way, and there is no objedtion, asa rule, to 
people in Europe sending small articles, snch 
as handkerchiefs or pieces of lace, for pres- 
ents, but the business of importing by mall is 
strictly against thelaw. Kluge had attracted 
the notice of the post-office authorities be- 
cause he received so many packages in this 
way, and they had notified him ona previous 
occasion that he must stop having goods sent 
him by mail. He did not comply, however, 
and yesterday when twenty-five packages, all 
addressed to him, were receiyed from one of 
the foreign steamers the post-office authori- 
ties determined to open them. As already 
stated they were found to contuin large quan- 
titles of silk ribbon with the words John 
Wanamaker, costumes, Philadelpbia,’’ woven 
along the length of each piece. The matter 
Was at once reported to the Postmaster and 
the heads of departments and created the 
greatest excitement. An effort was made to 
keep the matter quiet, 
ciais did not want to admit that John Wan- 
amaker was connected, directly or indirectly, 
withany violation of the law. Mr. Kluge, 
whose office is only a short distance up town, 
wassentfor. Heecameinhot haste and was 
apparentiy almost as much alarmed 
as were the Government officials. He 
was takon to the Custom-house, 
where he made an explanation which, 
however, does not settle the matter alto- 
gether. Hesaidhe was the American agent 
ofthe German Artistic Weaving Co., whose 
factory isin Saxony, and he declared that 
Mr. Wanamaker did not know anything about 
the matter. His statement on this point was 
thatthe Germans had heard of Mr. Wana- 


ofa big retail concern in Philadelphia, and 
that they thought it would be a good schemo 
to use his name In this way, as it would ad-

The ribbons in questlon, he said, are 
of the kind used for making loops to ladies“ 
dresses forthe purpose 
closéts, and the wanufacturers hoped to cre- 
ate a demand for them by having them 
stamped with the name ot so high an official 
and so well known a merchant as the Lost- 
maater-General of the United States. 

This explanation dii net satisfactorily show 
how this German Artistic Weaving Co. could 
gain any advantage or advertise itself by 
using the name ofa man who owns a large 
retail establishment in Philadelphia, or that 
Mr. Wanamaker's „fetal position as Post- 
master-General woulds assist the company 
when its name did notappear onany part of 
the ribbon.

THE REPORT OF THE WORLD’S FAIR COM- 
_ MITTEE DISASTROUS TO CHICAGO. 


The Peculiar Plan of Campaign gop‘ by 
Chicago Comes to Grief—A Trade in 
Which the Geode Cannot Be Delivered 
The Chances of St. Louls Better Than 
Ever. 


RIENDS of St. Louie

From letters * 5 

trom Washington it was learned that the 

whole aim of Chicago was to get a report 

from the committee recommending thé imme- 

diate selection of a site, and leaving the 
minut le to be determined upon later. 

A CHICAGO DEFRAT. 

By so doing it was hoped that the question 
of site could be pressed toa conclusion ata 
time when Chicago was strongest and its op- 
ponents weakest. The pecaliar manner in 
which Chicago has been conducting ite cam- 
paign is gradually leaking out. When the 
missionary party, headed by Mayor Oregier’s 
son, went throughthe South last autumn, it 
was belleved that it had accomplished little, 
but it is now sald that a great deal was done, 
although not in a manner that the Chicago 
Committee desire to have published. Before 
starting out a list of Republican Congressinen 
was obtained who were wiiling to support 
some of the Democratic contestants for seats 
in the House of Representative. The Chicago 
party scattered broadcast circulars descrip- 
tive of the advantages of that city, and ad- 
dresses were delivered wherever they went, 
but it now appears that this was nothing but a 
blind, the real work being done very quletly. 
Conferences were held with the leading local 
politicians and members of Congress, und 
contestants, and it was soon ascertained that 
the location of the World's Fair was to them 
a matter of much less importance than the 
decision in regard to the contested seats, 

AN AGREEMENT WAS ACCORDINGLY 
entered into by which Chicago was to receive 
votes for the World's Fair in return for votes 
in favor of certain contested election cases. 
The manner in which this was managed was 
remarkably advantageous to Chicago. Inthe 
first place the basis of exchange was three 
votes for Chicago to one fora contesting Dem- 
ocrat, and the same votes were traded 
over and over again. By this 
iIneans a very considerable number 
of votes were pledged to Chicago, some being 
taken from the natural support of Washing- 
ton, but still more from the St. Louis con- 
tingent. Further than this, the support of 
the Democratic contestants was based upon 
the success of Chicago, which had 
the effect Inaking every contestants 
and his friends enthusiastic Chicago 
boomers. The reason for the unexpected 
strength of Chicago in the South and South- 
west is to be found in this condition of affairs. 
It willalso serve as an explanat.on of the 
anxiety that Chicago has manifested from the 
first to have the World’s Fair location settied 
before the election cases came up. It was 
most important to the success of the scheme 
that no close connection should be made 
manifest batween the two votes, and for this 
reason the defeat of the Chicago plan for 
having the site settled before the holiday 
recess was probably the most disastrous 
which that city has yet met with. 

THE ESF LAID PLANS. 

Under present conditions it is most unlikely 
thatthe trading of votes can be successfully 
carried out. Had the special committee re- 
ported in favor of a decision of the site ques- 
tion, or had it named ea date for oe the 
Fair, it would have been possible to have 
forced a vote before the election cases and to 
have gained much it not aliof the Southern 
strength calculatec upon. But in its present 
form the bill relegates both of these ques- 
tions to Congress without recommendation. 
Thisis believed to be nearly fatal to the hopes 


of 


'ofChicago. Should the votes upon which a 


trade was based be cast in favor of the Re- 
publican contestants Chicago’s Southern sup- 
port would be changed to active and bitter 
opposition. Should they be cast otherwise 
notice has been served on the Chicago delega- 
tion that the votes and influence of scores of 
the Western Republicans wil! be transferred 
from Chicago to one ef its rivals. Tho city by 
the sewer is therefore placed between the up- 
per and the ‘nether millstone, and in the 
opinion of the friends of St. Louis has ceased 
to be dungerous since the refusal of the 
special committee to make the recommenda- 
tions urged by Chicago. The fight is now be- 
lieved to be between St. Louis and New York, 
and is likely to resolve itself into a contest be- 
tween the seaboard and the interior. It is 
not thought to be likely that a decision will be 
arrived at for some time.
